Thomas Jefferson was a patriot and a 
statesman of the highest order. 
It is 
proper for a ll true Democrats to cele­ 
brate his birthday, April 13. and to 
commemorate his many excellent qual­ 
ities, but why should those who voted 
in 18 9 6 to repudiate debts and to cheap­ 
en our dollar by attempting to fix an 
artificial ratio between gold and silver 
widely different from the market ratio 
meet to honor, or dishonor, Jeiferson’s 
name? Is there anything in his writings 
or his conduct to indicate that he would 
have been a cheap money and repudia­ 
tion Democrat? 
In 178 3 Mr. Jefferson wrote: 
The proportion between the va lue of gold 
and silver is a m erca ntile problem altogether. 
Just principles w ill lead us to disregard 
lega l proportions altogether, to inquire into 
the market price of gold in the several coun­ 
tries with which we shall principally be con­ 
nected in commerce ami to take an average 
from them. 
Does this sound like the silver plank 
of the Chicago platform? 
In a letter to Mr. Hamilton in Feb­ 
ruary, 179 2, Mr. Jefferson expressed his 
opposition to cheapening the dollar or 
reducing the monetary unit. He said of 
the dollar: 
I very much doubt, a right now to change the 
value, and especia lly to lessen it. 
It would 
lea d to so easy a rmxle of paying off their 
debts * * * Should it be thought, however, 
tha t congress may reduce the va lue of the dol­ 
lar, I should be for adopting for our unit, in­ 
tend of the dollar, either one ounce of pure 
ilver or one ounce of standard silver, so as to 
keep the unit of money a part of the system 
if measures, w eights and coins. 
The original “ demonetization of sil- 
rer” was effected by the following or­ 
der from Thomas Jefferson: 


D e p art m e nt 
o k S t a t e , May 2, 18 06. 
S i r —I n consequence of a representation from 
the directors of the Bank of the United States 
tha t considera ble purcha ses have been made 
f dollars coined at the mint for the purpose 
of exporting them, and as it is probable fur­ 
ther purchases and exportations will be made, 
the president (Thomas Jefferson) directs that 
II silver to be coined a t the m int shall be of 
small denominations, so that- the value of the 
argest piece shall not exceed half a dollar. 
.Tam e s M adi s o n . 
R o b e rt P at t e rs o n , Esq., 
Director of the Mint. 
Except 1,000 pieces, no more silver 
dollars were coined till after Andrew 
Jackson retired from the presidency. 
It is clear from Jefferson’s writings 
hat he favored the use of both metals, 
jut only at their natural ratio in the 
vorld’s markets. He seems to lmve had 
n instinctive fear t hat people who wish­ 
'd an “ easy mode of paying off their 
ebt? ” would attempt to fix our coin- 
ge system independent of the world’s 
arkets. His policy at a ll times was to 
tick close to the natural ratio. 
His desire to ascertain the market ra- 
io between gold and silver and adopt 
hat as the lega l ratio is shown again 
n his supplemental notes, Works, edi- 
ionof 18 53, volume 1, page 170, written 
178 3 or 178 4, when he suggests that 
he committee of the states be instructed: 
To appoint also proper persons to inquire 
hat are the proportions between the values 
f fine gold and fine silver at t lie markets of 
e several countries with w hich we are or 
ia y probably be connected in commerce, and 
hat would lx* a proper proportion here, huv- 
lg regard to the average of their values at 
ose markets and to other circumstances, 
nd to report the same to the comm ittee, by 
em to be laid before congress. 
Jefferson framed and had passed by 
e Virginia assembly a law by which 
e value of the paper money of Amer- 
a was settled “ in sterling money or 
e lawful money of Engla nd.’’ 
If Jefferson had been compelled to 
oose 
between 
the two metals, 
he 
ould undoubtedly have taken gold. In 
is “ Notes” he observed that the high 
rice which Spain paid for gold had a 
ndeucy to draw away gold and to 
ave us only silver. He thought, there- 
re, that “ we m ight with safety lean 
a proportion somewhat above par for 
Id.”

Upon tracing the movement for a 
larger volume of circulation back for a 
score of years it w ill be found that it 
has 
invariably 
manifested 
greatest 
strength in the agricultural sections of 
the country. Obviously, then, we must 
seek for tne underlying causes in these 
communities. 
When the subject is analyzed, it w ill 
be observed that the ground for discon­ 
tent at existing conditions lies in the 
fact that notwithstanding giea tlv im­ 
proved means of production, notwith­ 
standing greater fa cilities and materi­ 
a lly reduced rates for the transporta­ 
tion and distribution of products, the 
a giicnlturist, upon whom so large a 
part of our economic system is depend­ 
ent, finds himself, generally speaking, 
after a twelvemonth of hard work, no 
farther ahead than at the beginning of 
the year, and in many instances his 
status is worse. 
Through the failure to 
make a proportionate income he lias not 
been able to reduce, but has, iu fact, 
increased bis money obligations. 
It is not maintained that such is the 
case throughout the land, nor are all 
agriculturists entitled to equal credit 
for care and economy. Many cases there 
are, doubtless, where sympathy is not 
deserved, but in most of the communi­ 
ties where discontent prevails the rea­ 
son hero given is the true one, the dis­ 
sertations of self satisfied theorists to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 
Numerous 
examinations made by 
painstaking investigators warrant the 
statement that the unequal distribution 
of capital and of money and the conse­ 
quent gross inequality in interest rates 
are the chief cause of tin1 ina bility to 
carry on the important business of agri­ 
culture profitably. 
The sections of the country polling 
the largest silver vote1 in 18 9 6 have, 
generally speaking, insufficient credit 
facilities. 
The small farmer who, ad­ 
vancing from the condition of farm la­ 
borer, seeks a larger measure of inde­ 
pendence and greater comforts for his 
family, is not only compelled to mort­ 
gage his realty, frequently at rates as 
high as 15 per cent, but is under the 
necessity of borrowing upon his pro­ 
spective crop. Having no banking office 
to ca ll upon, ho turns to the storekeep­ 
er, who extends credit for the needed 
supplies and taxes the borrower first for 
interest upon the loan, second in the 
way of increased prices for staples fur­ 
nished and fi Killy in the way of dis­ 
counts or commissions upon the product 
of the farm tur led in as payment. 
These item s not infrequently aggregate 
30 per cent uj on the actual credit ex­ 
tended, and ii a very large number of 
cast's the total exceeds 20 per cent. 
It is perhaps unnecessary to add that 
business of any kind under such condi­ 
tions would be unpofitable. 
Is it, then, surprising when the agri­ 
culturist, who knows little rela tively of 
the principles of sound finance, imagines 
that an lucre use in the volume of money 
would benefit him? Is it to be wondered 
at, when he hears or reads of money go­ 
ing begging at 2 per cent in the metrop­ 
olis, he fancies that, by some hocus 
pocus, Wall street is constantly striving 
to grind him down? 
It is our business to teach him other­ 
wise; to teach him that the prosperity 
of the commercial centers is closely in­ 
terwoven with his— is, in fact, largely 
dependent upon his welfare— but the 
1. sson can only be brought home to him 
by the introduction of means through 
which his own prosperity shall be as­ 
sured. 
For, even as it is impossible to I 
interest a starving man iu the plan of 
salvation, so the debt ridden farmer can 
only acquire faith in our views of sound 
finance when relieved of his present on­ 
erous burdens. 
To him a system which 
operates so unequally as the existing j 
one does must appear not only unsound, 
but absolutely tyrannical. Any change, 
he feels, would be for the better. 
Con­ 
sequently the southern farmer demand- j 
ed the reinstatement of the state bank 
note system four years ago, and last 
year the free coinage of silver appeared 
to him the best solution of the difficulty. 
The remedy is m anifestly not to be j 
found iu any form of inflation of our 
circulation, but in providing by legisla ­ 
tion or otherwise increased credit fa cili­ 
ties, both for long term loans upon 
j 
mortgages and short term credits upon 
crops, and a better distribution of the 
circulation which we have. 
In this, as in many other matters, we 
must refer for guidance to human expe­ 
rience elsewhere. In no country has the 
system of advancing short time credits j 
to agriculturists reached the high state 
of development which is found in Scot­ 
land. 
The Scotch banker has learned 
that the farmer is, under a well guard­ 
ed system, as fairly entitled to credits 
to float his venture as the merchant or 
the manufacturer. 
Scotland has one banking firm for 
each 4,000 of population and a ratio of 
banking capital to total resources of 
banks of 1 to 12. 
By this economy in 
the use of capital the banks are able to 
declare dividends averaging fully 10 
per cent while giving credits ordinarily 
at rates rarely exceeding 4 per cent, 
and every hamlet in the kingdom has a 
banking office within its lim its or in its 
immediate vicinity. 
*

Taking the states of Alabama, Missis 
sippi and Arkansas as an example, it 
w ill be found that these have about 
4,000,000 population and 171 banking 
institutions, including private bankers, 
with a total capital of $17,000,000; to­ 
tal resource« . $40,000,000, or a ratio of 
capital to « esources about 1 to 2 1-3, 
and one banxing office to 23,000 of pop­ 
ulation. 
The reason for exorbitant interest 
rates iu the last mentioned section is
